Dear Ms. Gomez: 

This letter is our final response to your Centers for Disease Control and Prevention and Agency for Toxic 
Substances and Disease Registry (CDC/ATSDR) Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) original request of 
January 29, 2019 (attached), and assigned #19-00397-FOIA. 

In our January 31, 2019 letter to you, we notified you that your request was too broad. On February 6, 2019, 
you attempted to narrow your request as follows (see attached email): 

Outbreak reports of HINlv pandemic from the start of the outbreak in 2009 until Dec 31, 2010.1 
would also like outbreaks reports of HINlv that occurred from 2013 to present date. 

Any and all travel advisories issued in response to the HINlv pandemic from the beginning of the 
outbreak in 2009 until Dec 31, 2010.1 would also like travel advisories issued in response to H1N1V 
from 2013 to present date. 

In our attached March 13, 2019 letter to you, we apprised you that the first part of your request for H INI 
outbreak reports was still too broad. On March 11, 2019, my staff member Mark Harper called you to invite 
you to discuss the scope of this case and provided you with the CDC’s public links for H1N1 reports. In the 
March 13, 2019 letter to you, we apprised you that the CDC could not begin a search until you narrowed and 
clarified your request for H1N1 reports. We asked that you contact us regarding your request for H1N1 
outbreak reports by April 10, 2019, or we would consider this part of your request withdrawn. Since we have 
not received any communication from you after our March 13, 2019 letter, this portion of your request is, 
accordingly withdrawn. 

With respect to the travel advisory reports regarding H1N1, we located 2 pages of responsive records. After a 
careful review of these pages, no information was withheld from release.

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Washington, D.C. 20201. Please mark both your appeal letter and envelope “FOIA Appeal.” Your appeal 
must be postmarked or electronically transmitted by July 18, 2019.
